not  announce  their  presence  as  brazenly  as  smog 
and  related  types  of  air  pollution.  But  they  do  exist, 
and  together  they  present  the  great  challenge  of  the 
70's:  stopping  man's  wanton  destruction  of  nature 
and  repairing  the  damage  already  done. 

The  issue  of  a  deteriorating  environment  appears 
to  have  surfaced  at  once  in  public  awareness,  but  it 
is  not  new  to  researchers  who  have  been  chipping 
away  at  the  problem  for  years. 


South  Carolina's  pollution  headaches  are  getting 
some  relief  from  the  efforts  of  several  state  agencies 
and  institutions. 

Here  at  Clem  son  University,  researchers  and  scien- 
tists arc  studying  a  broad  range  of  environmental 
problems.  Their  work  i^  funded  in  excess  of  $1 .5  mil- 
lion by  federal,  state  and  private  sources.  Ibis  ex- 
tensive research  is  tangible  evidence  of  Clemson's 
commitment  to  be  at  the  forefront  of  man's  all-out 
offensive  to  improve  the  quality  of  life. 

Another  reminder  of  this  determination  is  the  new 
Rhodes  Engineering  Research  Center,  a  unique  $2.4- 
million  complex  of  laboratories  for  the  College  ol 
Engineering.  Its  opening  last  February  represents  a 
significant  strengthening  of  the  University's  environ- 
mental and  health-related  education  and  research 
programs. 

Rhodes  Engineering  Research  Center  is  playing  a 
key  role  as  Clemson's  engineering  education  and  re- 
search programs  take  a  giant  step  into  the  future.  It 
will  house  most  of  the  new  equipment  which  forms 
the  core  of  an  ambitious  three-year  expansion  pro- 
gram in  engineering  computer-related  facilities,  sup- 
porting personnel  and  research. 

Grants  totalling  $772,700  have  been  awarded  to 
Clemson  to  help  implement  the  program.  The  total 
comprises  a  $050,000  departmental  science  develop- 
ment grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
and  $122,700  under  the  Appalachian  Regional  De- 
velopment Act. 

The  Research  Center  was  constructed  with  the  as- 
sistance of  facility  grants  from  the  Appalachian  Re- 
gional Development  Act,  Department  of  Health,  Ed- 
ucation and  Welfare,  and  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health. 

Clemson's  strong  thrust  in  environmental  research 
involves; 

—  A  chemist's  study  to  better  understand  the  bas- 
ic inorganic  chemical  reactions  between  common 
air  pollutants  and  various  metals  such  as  iron  and 
cobalt  which  are  found  naturally  in  living  systems. 

—  Experiments  by  an  agronomist  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  disposing  of  liquid  waste  from  peach 
processing  plants  through  a  spray  irrigation  system. 
(Dumping  untreated  waste  into  streams  can  deplete 
oxygen  supply  which  may  kill  fish  and  cause  objec- 
tionable odors.) 

—  Studies  by  two  economists  into  the  use  of  taxes 
and  subsidies  to  reduce  water  pollution. 

—  A  project  by  an  environmental  systems  engineer 


at  Lake  Hartwell  to  predict  how  changes  in  the  level 
of  pollutants  in  a  lake  affect  both  water  quality  and 
aquatic  life. 

—  Development  by  a  chemical  engineer  of  a  more 
efficient  method  for  controlling  emission  of  sulfur 
g,ws  iii  paper  manufacturing  processes. 

—  A  textile  chemist's  study  of  two  types  of  pollu- 
tion caused  by  industrial  chemical  wastes:  colora- 
tion of  the  water  supply  and  destruction  of  some  bio- 
logical life  in  the  stream. 

—  Development  by  an  environmental  systems  en- 
gineer of  a  new  process  for  treating  organic  solids 
found  in  municipal  and  industrial  wastes  by  using  a 
high  temperature,  bacterial  process. 

—  A  team  of  four  researchers'  investigation  of  spe- 
cific areas  in  the  textile  industry's  waste  treatment 
methods  where  new  research  may  ease  water  pollu- 
tion problems  resulting  from  mill  wastewater. 

—  Development  by  a  materials  engineer  of  a  dis- 
posable glass  container. 

In  other  Clemson  research,  a  better  understanding 
of  herbicides  (weed  killers)  and  their  interaction  with 
the  soil  environment  are  the  aims  of  one  agronom- 
ist's investigation. 

He  wants  to  determine  the  length  of  time  it  takes 
for  herbicides  to  break  down  in  soil,  the  chemical 
and  biological  degradation  mechanisms  involved  in 
this  decomposition,  and  the  effect  herbicides  will 
have  on  future  crops  to  be  planted  in  the  same  or 
nearby  soil. 

Other  agronomists  are  seeking  to  improve  weed- 
control  practices  which  will  require  less  chemicals 
and  therefore  will  be  cheaper  for  agriculturalists.  Re- 
duced soil  pollution  is  a  secondary  benefit  in  this 
case  since  a  lower  volume  of  herbicide  would  be  re- 
quired to  do  the  job. 

Clemson  also  plays  a  major  role  in  the  dissemina- 
tion of  the  latest  theories  and  advanced  practices 
on  pollution  control. 

One  such  ambitious  program  involves  a  series  of 
workshops  this  fall  for  municipal  and  county  officials 
to  help  them  effectively  cope  with  their  individual 
air  and  water  pollution  problems 

Another  source  of  environmental  pollution  — in- 
dustrial noise,  was  the  subject  of  a  Clemson  seminar 
aimed  at  assisting  engineering  management  and  other 
technical  personnel  to  better  understand  federal 
noise  control  regulations  and  to  demonstrate  what 
industries  can  and  should  do  to  comply  with  the  reg- 
ulations.

THE  VIRGINIA  SERIES 

The  football  series  Clemson  has  going  with  Vir- 
ginia is  the  youngest  on  the  Tigers'  conference 
grid  calendar  this  season. 

When  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  was  form- 
ed in  1953,  Clemson  had  just  struck  up  a  contract 
with  Maryland  the  year  before,  but  had  never 
faced  the  Cavaliers,  although  both  institutions 
were  charter  members  of  the  old  Southern  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Association  as  well  as  the 
Southern  Conference. 

With  the  scheduling  as  such,  Clemson  and  Vir- 
ginia did  not  get  together  until  1955,  but  since 
then,  have  kept  up  a  pretty  constant  running  bat- 
tle with  each  other.  Only  in  1961  and  1962,  and  in 
1967  and  1968,  have  the  two  teams  not  met. 

Clemson  has  been  rather  fortunate  in  its  games 
with  Virginia.  The  Tigers  hold  an  11-0  edge  on  the 
Cavaliers,  but  there  have  been  times  when  Clem- 
son just  got  by  by  a  cat's  whisker. 

In  eight  of  the  11  games,  two  touchdowns  or  less 
have  separated  the  pair  and  five  times  Clemson 
came  off  with  victories  of  seven  points  or  less, 
when  the  outcome  could  have  easily  gone  the 
other  way. 

Few  fans  will  forget  the  game  in  1966,  the  last 
time  the  Cavaliers  appeared  in  Memorial  Stadium. 
It  was  one  of  those  stem-winders  where  the  issue 
was  not  settled  until  less  than  two  minutes  re- 
mained, and  then  only  after  a  perfectly-executed 
pass  covering  75  yards  from  Jimmy  Addison  to 
Jacky  Jackson  gave  Clemson  a  40-35  lead  with  3:49 
remaining  in  the  game. 

Clemson  was  behind.  7-6,  once  in  the  first  quar- 
ter, and  at  intermission,  had  a  shaky  21-18  lead. 
But  in  the  third  quarter  the  Cavaliers  scored  twice 
in  a  minute  and  12  seconds  and  the  Tigers  were  in 
a  hole,  35-18,  with  18  minutes  to  play. 

The  Tigers  scored  with  17  seconds  left  in  the 
third  period  and  again  with  7:37  remaining  in  the 
game,  closing  the  deficit  to  35-33,  and  setting  up 
the  Addison-Jackson  heroics. 

Even  after  that,  the  Bob  Davis-led  Cavaliers 
came  storming  back  and  had  a  first  down  at  Clem- 
son's  14  when  James  Tompkins  partially  blocked  a 
Davis  pass  and  Phil  Marion  picked  it  off. 

Coach  George  Blackburn  brings  his  best  Virginia 
team  out  of  six  into  Clemson  today.  The  Cavaliers 
began  their  season  with  a  7-0  win  oVer  Virginia 
Tech  last  Saturday  in  Blacksburg,  and  anyone  will 
tell  you  that's  a  tough  order  any  day. 

The  Cavaliers  are  the  ACC's  dark  horse,  which 
means  they'll  pull  some  surprises  this  year.

The  IPTAY  Story 


Beginning  September  a  year  ago,  and  ending 
this  past  August,  members  of  IPTAY  contributed 
more  money  into  the  Clemson  scholarship  club 
than  ever  before,  even  surpassing  the  record  set 
a  year  earlier. 

This  past  September  1st  started  the  37th  year  of 
IPTAY  and  probably  no  other  group  of  people  has 
done  more  for  collegiate  athletics  anywhere. 

Thousands  of  boys  have  received  an  education 
through  IPTAY  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  possible.  And  the  need  for  additional  mem- 
berships increases  each  year. 

During  the  36th  year  of  operation  the  club  has 
one  of  its  largest  memberships  on  record  with  7.034 
regular  members;  1.469  $100  Gold  Card  members, 
28  $250  members.  38  S500  members  and  18  who 
have  contributed  $1,000  to  the  club. 

IPTAY  was  started  —  and  still  functions  —  with 
one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  finance  athletic 
scholarships  at  Clemson.  Not  one  single  penny 
contributed  during  the  past  36  years  has  been  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  All  contributions  are  tax 
deductible. 

From  the  records  available,  there  were  185  peo- 
ple who  were  members  of  IPTAY  during  that  first 
year  of  1934-35.  Over  a  third  of  these  are  now  de- 
ceased, but  better  than  60  per  cent  of  those  still 
living  are  members  today  and  a  fifth  of  them  are 
Gold  Card  members. 

The  late  Dr.  Rupert  H.  (Rube)  Fike  was  the 
father  of  IPTAY.  It  was  his  idea  that  something 
should  be  done  to  support  athletics  at  Clemson. 
His  thought  was  being  churned  around  when  the 
Tigers  were  at  one  of  their  lowest  depths  of  foot- 
ball. The  team  had  won  only  seven  games,  while 
losing  17  and  tieing  five  in  three  years. 

The  beginning  of  IPTAY  was  an  adrenaline  to 
football  and  the  initial  success  experienced  was 
more  than  anticipated.  For  the  next  eight  years, 
the  football  teams  had  break  even  seasons  or  bet- 
ter. And  the  sixth  season  after  IPTAY  was  born, 
the  Tigers  went  to  their  first  bowl  game.  Five 
other  post-season  classics  were  to  come  Clemson's 
way  in  the  next  19  years. 

While  football  was  to  be  the  main  beneficiary  of 
IPTAY  funds,  Clemson's  other  athletic  teams  have 
also  benefited  from  the  program  as  evidenced  by 
the  conference  championships  won  in  other  sports, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  All-America  and  All- 
Conference  honors  won  by  individuals. 

IPTAY  put  Clemson  athletics  on  the  map  —  to 
stay.

Frank  Howard  stepped  aside  last  December  10th  as 
Clemson  head  football  coach,  thus  ending  the  longest 
tenure  in  the  nation. 

The  man  who  had  165  victories  to  his  credit  decided 
30  years  was  enough  pacing  on  the  sidelines,  so  he  drop- 
ped part  of  his  dual  role  and  kept  the  one  labeled  ath- 
letic director. 

During  his  stay  of  39  years  on  the  coaching  staff,  nine 
as  line  coach  to  Jess  Neely,  Howard  roamed  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America,  as  well  as  that  of  Europe,  and 
spread  the  good  word  on  his  life's  work— football— and 
at  the  same  time,  putting  in  a  good  word  for  Clemson. 

Howard's  victories  number  him  as  the  19th  leading 
coach  in  collegiate  football  (see  table  in  opposite  column). 
He  won  more  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  championships 
than  anyone  else  and  during  his  stay  at  Clemson,  he 
saw  52  different  coaches  come  and  go  at  the  other  ACC 
schools. 

Howard  played  in  one  post  season  bow]  game  as  an 
undergraduate  at  Alabama,  went  to  one  as  a  Clemson 
assistant  coach  and  then  carried  six  of  his  own  teams  to 
season-ending  classics. 

The  61-year-old  Howard  also  found  time  to  coach  in 
nine  post-season  all-star  games,  and  even  he  is  afraid 
to  estimate  the  number  of  coaching  clinics  he  has  lec- 
tured at. 

In  fact,  there  isn't  much  Howard  hasn't  done — except 
sit  in  the  stands  and  watch  the  Clemson  Tigers  play  a 
football  game— which  he'll  do  this  fall.

Head  Football  Coach 


Ingram  Is  18th  Head  Coach  At  Clemson 


Cecil  Wayne  (Hootie)  Ingram,  Jr.,  became  Clemson's 
18th  head  football  coach  last  December  17th,  one  week 
after  Frank  Howard  retired  from  active  coaching. 

Ingram,  who,  like  Howard,  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  started  out  in  high  school  coaching 
and  when  he  took  his  first  collegiate  assistantship  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1960.  set  a  goal  of  becoming  a  head 
coach  in  10  years.  Just  as  planned,  he  made  it. 

Following  one  year  with  the  Deacons,  he  toiled  and 
listened  three  years  at  Virginia  Tech,  another  three  at 
Georgia  and  a  final  trio  at  Arkansas  before  accepting 
the  Clemson  offer. 

Ingram  found,  in  his  words,  "not  many  great  football 
players,  but  more  than  our  share  of  good  ones"  at  Clem- 
son. He  made  the  best  of  20  spring  practice  days. 

Now,  with  the  first  season  to  call  their  own,  Ingram 
and  his  staff  are  anxious  to  put  their  ideas  to  work,  to 
recruit  their  first  complete  freshman  team  and  to  con- 
tinue the  Clemson  tradition  —  a  solid  football  program.

DAVE  DeCAMlLLA,  South  Carolina  Tackle:  I  would 
have  to  pick  Judge  Mattocks,  the  fine  defensive 
end  from  North  Carolina  as  the  best  ACC  player 
1  faced  last  season.  He  was  only  a  sophomore,  but 
he  snowed  exceptional  ability.  He's  a  tall,  real 
rangy  guy  (6-5,  210  pounds),  but  he's  real  quick 
and  tremendously  agile.  He  knows  how  to  play 
his  position  and  uses  his  height  well  when 
necessary.  He  was  real  last  coming  upfield  and 
when  I  was  pass  blocking,  it  was  very  difficult 
to  get  outside  hint.  I'm  not  really  looking  forward 
to  facing  him  again  this  year,  but  the  guys  I 
feel  sorry  for  are  the  ones  who  will  have  to  try 
to  stop  him  his  senior  year  when  he  has  two  years 
experience  and  probably  even  more  weight  going 
for  him. 


RICH  SEARL,  Duke  Defensive  Back:  Looking 
back  on  the  1 969  season.  I  think  Tommy 
Suggs,  South  Carolina  quarterback,  was  one 
of  the  finest  players  in  the  ACC-  He  gave  me 
more  problems  than  any  other  player  I  faced 
during  the  season.  Although  he  lacks  the 
physical  abilities  of  size  and  strength,  he 
makes  up  for  this  with  speed  and  hustle. 
Although  he  doesn't  have  a  great  arm,  he 
always  hit  the  target  with  his  passes.  I'm 
looking  forward  to  the  South  Carolina  game 
this  season  and  hope  we  will  be  able  to  do 
a  better  job  of  containment. 

TONY  GREENE.  Maryland  Safetyman:  This  is  not 
intended  to  slight  such  players  as  Leo  Hart.  Gary 
Helman  or  Tommy  Suggs,  but  nobody  has  been 
more  sensational  against  Maryland  than  Clemson 
tailback  Ray  Yauger,  All  he  has  done  is  run  for 
249  yards  against  the  Terps.  As  a  sophomore. 
Yauger  gained  139  yards  and  scored  twice.  As  a 
junior,  he  picked  up  110  yards  and  scored  one 
touchdown.  In  certain  defenses,  as  safetyman,  I 
key  on  Yauger.  I  can  tell  you  he's  hard  to  bring 
down.  He's  5-9  or  so,  built  low  to  the  ground, 
compact.  He  runs  hard  and  with  good  balance. 
To  make  the  job  even  tougher,  Yauger  is  a  good 
receiver,  too.  He  caught  five  touchdown  passes 
last  year.  We  have  to  be  alert  to  Yauger  as  a 
receiver  coming  out  of  the  backfield.  usually  on 
swing  or  flare  patterns. 

DAN  SARIK,  N.  C.  State  Center:  I've  played 
against  several  fine  ACC  players,  however, 
the  best  player  I've  faced  is  my  own  team- 
mate George  Smith,  our  middle  guard.  I've 
been  facing  George  since  we  were  both 
freshmen  in  1967;  he  was  an  outstanding 
player  then,  and  he  has  improved  every  year 
since.  George  plays  middle  guard  and  I  play 
center,  so  we've  faced  each  other  quite,  a 
few  times  in  practices  and  in  scrimmages. 
Smitty  combines  strength,  quickness,  and 
just  plain  meanness  in  his  play.  George  Smith 


is  indeed  one  of  the  best  middle  guards 
now  playing  college  football. 

TOM  CANTRELL.  North  Carolina  Linebacker:  That's 
a  very  difficult  decision  to  make  because  there 
are  so  many  outstanding  players  in  the  ACC.  If 
I  had  to  pick  one,  I  guess  I  would  take  Leo  Hart 
of  Duke.  He's  such  an  explosive  quarterback  and 
has  the  ability  to  break  open  a  game  on  any  play. 
In  the  games  I  have  played  against  him.  he  didn't 
gain  as  many  yards  as  he  did  on  some  other 
occasions.  But  he  did  come  up  with  a  very  big 
play  to  beat  us  last  year.  He  did  it  by  just  bending 
over  to  tie  his  shoestring.  I  suppose  most  fans 
remember  that  one,  I  sure  do. 

WIN  HEADLEY.  Wake  Forest  Defensive  Tackle: 
There  are  many  outstanding  football  players 
in  the  ACC.  but  I  would  pick  Clemson's  Ray 
Yauger  as  the  most  outstanding  player  whom 
I  have  faced.  Although  Yauger  usually  carried 
the  ball  up  the  middle  away  from  my  defen- 
sive end  position,  we  had  enough  confronta- 
tions for  me  to  discover  what  a  fine  runner 
he  is.  Yauger's  fireplug-like  build  and  low 
running  style  enable  him  to  utilize  every 
ounce  of  his  strength.  His  momentum  and 
weight  alone  make  it  possible  for  him  to 
pick  up  two  yards  on  each  carry. 

DAVE  THOMPSON.  Clemson  Guard:  The  most  im- 
pressive player  I  have  played  against  in  the  ACC 
is  Leo  Hart  of  Duke  I'll  even  choose  him  over 
the  great  defensive  athletes  1  have  attempted 
to  block  during  my  career  at  Clemson,  Hart  just 
stands  out  in  my  mind  as  the  finest  competitor 
I  have  encountered  Against  Duke  tast  year 
Clemson  had  a  very  favorable  offensive  effort 
which  was  overshadowed  by  Hart's  fantastic  pass- 
ing ability.  Under  a  hard  Clemson  rush,  he  threw 
30  times  with  only  one  of  them  being  a  bad  pass. 
His  passing  was  the  turning  point  ot  the  contest 
which  was  as  hard  fought  as  any  I  have  par- 
ticipated m  I  think  he  is  an  outstanding  indi- 
vidual as  well  as  being  a  fine  leader.  He  is  a 
credit  to  the  game  of  football  and  to  the  ACC 
as  well. 

DANNY  RYC2EK,  Virginia  Center:  It  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  choose  the  "best  ACC 
player  I  have  played  against"  because  most 
of  the  conference  teams  have  excellent 
middle  men.  There  is  Clemson's  B.  B.  Elving- 
ton,  Wake  Forest's  John  Mazalewski  and 
N.  C.  State's  George  Smith,  to  name  a  few. 
However,  the  player  who  has  probably  given 
me  the  most  problems  is  Duke's  Dick  Biddle. 
Although  he  was  hampered  by  a  knee  injury 
last  season,  he  did  more  than  most  healthy 
middle  linebackers  are  capable  of  doing.  And 
the  season  before  he  showed  me  a  couple 
of  moves  I  did  not  think  linebackers  could 
make.

Top  Photography  Facilities  ... 

Facilities  for  photographers,  including  ample  camera 
space,  dark  room  access  and  on-the-spot  pictures  of  the 
game  make  Clemson's  press  box  one  of  the  most  talked- 
about  of  any  anywhere  on  the  circuit. 

Movie  crews  filming  the  game  for  Clemson  and  the 
visiting  team  have  a  27-foot  open  section  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  deck  of  the  press  box  which  will 
easily  accommodate  six  movie  tripods. 

One  flight  up  is  a  35-yard  long  "front  row"  for  still 
cameras  and  those  filming  for  TV.  No  one  is  loo  far  off 
the  50-yard  line  with  the  angle  afforded  from  this  top 
deck. 

Photographers,  as  well  as  sportswriters  covering  Clem- 
son's home  games,  have  become  accustomed  to  the  third 
floor  of  the  press  box.  Behind  the  row  of  cameras  is  the 
famous  buffet  served  for  those  covering  the  game  where 
the  finest  of  food  is  enjoved  from  the  "Top  of  the 
Valley." 

Chief  photographer  Charles  Haralson,  and  his  assist- 
ants, Tom  Shockley,  Ha!  Smith  and  Bill  Osteen,  are  on 
hand  for  two  reasons:  to  shoot  game  films  for  the  ath- 
letic staff;  and  to  assist  visiting  photographers  covering 
the  game. 

Harry  Durham  and  Jim  Burns  head  up  the  Clemson 
Communications  Center  and  devote  their  time  seeing 
that  all  runs  well,  and  at  the  same  time,  always  willing 
to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

During  the  week  many  requests  for  game  action  film, 
video  taped  interviews,  stills  and  other  special  photo 
needs  are  filled  for  newspapers,  radio  and  TV  stations. 

Game  action  is  shot  during  the  first  half  of  each  home 
game  by  a  staff  photographer  and  a  set  of  pictures  (five 
or  six  prints)  is  furnished  to  any  news  media  request 
before  the  end  of  the  game. 

This  rapid  service  is  done  through  a  Fotorite  machine, 
a  rapid  print  processing,  and  is  the  only  one  in  use  in 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  and  one  of  the  few  in  the 
nation  used  as  such. 

During  the  past  eight  seasons  nearly  3,300  photos  have 
been  given  free  to  the  press  by  the  process,  thanks  to 
the  closely-knit  crew  of  the  Communications  Center. 


Network  In  17th  Year  .  .  . 

The  Clemson  Football  Network  enters  its  17th  year 
in  1970  with  an  expanded  format  which  will  give  net- 
work listeners  a  better  "inside  look"  on  the  Tigers. 

The  network,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  university- 
operated  networks  in  the  nation,  averaged  57.7  stations 
a  game  last  fall.  With  the  type  enthusiasm  exhibited  in 
the  spring  toward  Clemson  football,  a  network  as  large, 
or  larger,  is  anticipated  this  fall. 

Jim  Phillips  and  Bruce  Buchanan,  both  from  the  staff 
of  WFBC  Radio  and  Television  in  Greenville,  will  again 
handle  the  play-by-play  and  color  respectively,  and 
Banks  McFadden,  former  Clemson  All-America,  will 
add  his  commentary  with  halftime  interviews.  Either 
Bill  Garrison  or  Bill  Lynn  of  the  WFBC  engineering 
staff  will  serve  as  producer-director  to  give  the  network 
the  best  possible  professional  touch. 

Added  this  year  for  the  first  time  will  be  a  pre-game 
as  well  as  a  post-game  show  by  Clemson's  new  football 
coach,  Cecil  (Hootie)  Ingram. 

The  network  will  sign  on  five  minutes  earlier  than 
usual  and  stay  on  the  air  10  minutes  following  the  wrap- 
up  period  when  Phillips  and  Ingram  will  comment  on 
what  to  expect  in  the  game,  then  just  a  few  minutes 
away:  as  well  as  presenting  quick  observations  of  the 
game  just  completed. 

Phillips,  now  sports  director  of  WFBC  Radio  and  TV, 
has  17  years  of  broadcasting  behind  him.  He  came  from 
his  native  Ohio  where  he  was  affiliated  at  various  times 
with  stations  in  Alliance,  Ashland  and  Lima.  Before 
coining  with  the  Clemson  network.  Phillips  did  the  play- 
by-play  for  the  Kent  State  University  Network. 

Buchanan  is  general  manager  of  WFBC  Radio  and  is 
well-known  in  sports  broadcasting  circles  throughout 
the  Carolinas.  He  had  done  a  variety  of  high  school 
sports  for  many  years.  He  has  been  closely  associated 
with  Clemson  athletics  for  nearly  two  decades. 

Clemson  network  listeners  can  expect  an  accurate, 
colorful  and  professional  description  of  each  game.  Phil- 
lips, Buchanan  and  McFadden  will  triple-team  micro- 
phones in  covering  every  corner  of  South  Carolina  with 
Tiger  football.
